Ocn. Logan's letter of ncccptnuce, addressed
to CJcn. Henderson, cluilrmnn or tho committee
appointed to notify htm of Ills nomination for
Tieo president, la presented herewith :

WASHINGTON, D. C, Jllljr HI, ltl.-I)R- AIt Sin!
Having received from you on tlio 21th of Juno
tho offlclnl notMcntlon of my nomination by
the national republican convention ai tho re-

publican candidate) for vlco president of tho
United States, and considering It to bo tho
duty of every man devoting himself to tho
public servico to assume nny position to which
bo nmy bo called by tho voice of his country-
men, I accept tho nomination with n grateful
heart and n deep sense of Its responsibilities,
and If elected shall endeavor todlschnrgo the
duties of tho olllco to tho best of my ability.

This honor, as Is well understood, was
Wholly unsought by me. That It was tendered
by tho representatives of tho party In it man-
ner to flattering will servo to lighten what-

ever labors I may bo called upon to perform.
Although tho variety of subjects covered In

tho very excellent and vigorous declaration of
principles adopted by tho late convention pro-

hibits, upon nu occasion calling for brevity of
expression, that hill elaboration of which they
are nisccptlblc, I avail myself of party usage
to signify my approval or tho various resolu-
tions of tho platform, and to discuss them
ltrlefly.

Tho resolutions or tho platform declaring for
levy of 6iieh duties "as to ntford security to

our diversified Industries, and protection to tho
Tights and wages of tho laborer, to the end that
netlvo and Intelligent labor, as well as capital,
way have Its Just award, aud tho laboring man
Ills full shnro In tho national prosperity,"
meets my hearty approval.

If tbcro bo it nation on tho fare of the earth
which might, If It were n desirable thing,
build n wall upon Its every boundary line,
deny communion to all tho world, anil proceed
tollvo upon Its own resources and productions,
that nation is tho United States. There Is
hardly n legitimate necessity of civilized com-

munities which cannot bo produced from tho
extraordinary resources of our ievcral states
and tcrrltorleSjWlth their manufactories, mines,
farms, timber lauds, aud water ways. This
circumstance, taken In conuectlou with tho
fuct that our form of government is entirely
unique among tho nations of tho world, makes
It utterly absurd to Imtltuto comparisons be-

tween our own economic systems and thoso of
other governments, and especially to attempt
to borrow systems from them. Wo stnud alono
in our circumstances, our forces, our possibili-
ties, and our aspirations.

In all successful government it is a prima
TcquMto that capital and labor should bo
tilKiii the best torms, and that both bhoulil
enjoy the highest attainable prosperity. If
there bo n disturbance of tho Just balanco be-

tween them, ono or tho other suffers, and dis-

satisfaction follows, which Is harmful to
Loth.

Tho lessons furnished by the comparatively
hort history of our own national Ufa have

been too much overlooked by our people. Tho
fundamental nrtlclo in tho old democratic
creed proclaimed" almost absolute freo trade,
and this, too, no more than a quarter of a cen-

tury ago. ,Tho low condition of our national
credit, tho financial aud business uncertain-
ties and general lack of prosperity nudcr that
system, can bo remembered by every man now
In middle life.

Although in tbo great number of reforms in-

stituted by tho republican party sulllclcnt
credit has not been publicly awarded to that
or tariff reform, Us benellts have, nevertheless,
been felt throughout tho laud. Tho principle
underlying this measure has been In process of
gradual development by tho republican party
during tho comparatively brief period of Its
power, and a uortlon of Its antiquated
democratic opponents make unwilling conces-
sion to the correctness of the doctrine of an
equitably adjusted protective tariff by follow-
ing hlowly In Its footsteps, though a very loug
way in tho rear.

Tho principle involved Is ono of no great ob-

scurity, and cau bo readily comprehended by
any Intelligent person calmly reflecting upon
it. Tho tHjlltlcal and social systems of some of
our trad;. competing nations havo created
working classes mlscrablo in tho extreme,
They receive tho merest stipend fortheir daily
toll, and in tho great expeuso of tho necessi-
ties or life, arc deprived or thoo comforts or
clothing, housing, ami
food with which wholesome mental aud
social recreations can alono muko existence
happy and desirable.

Now, if tho products of thoso countries aro
to bo placed'in our markets, alougsldo of
American products, cither the American capi-
talist must stiller In his legitimate prollts, or
ho must muko tho American laborer suffer, in
tho attempt to compete with tliu species of
labor ubovo rcrerred to. In tho cuso of a sub-
stantial reduction or pay, there can be no com-
pensating advantages for tho American laborer,
bocuuso tho articles of dally consumption
which ho uses with tho exception of articles
not produced In tho United States, und easy or
being specially provided for, as cofl'eo and tea
aro grown in our own country, and would not
bo ull'ected In prlcu by a lowering in duties.
Therefore, whllo ho would receive less for his
labor, his cost or living would not 'bo de-
creased, llelng practically placed upon tho
pay or tho European laborer, our own
would bo deprived or facilities for
educating und sustaining, his family vespect-abl-

liu would bo shorn or the proper
opportunities or self Improvement, mid Ills
value us u citizen, charged with a portion of
tho obligations of government, would bu les-
sened; tho morul tfiiio of tho laboring class
would sutler, and in turn tho Interests of capi-
tal and tho well being ufordeily citizens In
general would be menaced, wlillo ono evil
would react iifon another until there would bo
a general disturbance ol tho uho'.o com-
munity. The true problem of it good mid
stable government is how to lnlu-- e prosperity
among nil classes of people tho manulacl-tirer- ,

tho farmer, the mechanic, and tho
''laborer alike. Such prosperity Is a preventive

of crime, it security nf capital, mm tho very
bet guarantee of general peace and happi-
ness,

Tho obvious policy ol' our government Istq
protect botli capital and hilwr by it proper lm'
jiosltlonofdiitles. This protection should ex-
tend to every article of American production
which goes to build 11 j t liu general prosperity
of our people. Tho iiulloiial toiivcir..in, In
view of the special dangers menacing tho
wool Interests ol'tho I'nlted States, deemed It
wise to adopt a sepaiiite resolution mi iho sub-
ject of Its piopcr protection, This industry Is
uvcrylaigo and important one. The neces-
sary legislation In sustain this industry upon
a prosperous bails should bo extended.

No ono realizes morn fully- than myself the
great delicacy and illlllculty of udjiMlng a
tarlll so nicely und equitably as to pton.il
every homo Industry, sustain every class of
American labor, promote to tho highest point
our great agiiciilttirul Interests, und lit the
sauiollmutoglvutnununtidalltheadviiiftagcs
pertaining to foreign productions not In co.n

with our own, thus not only building
up our foreign commerce, but taking measure.'
to carry It lunui'nwii lioitonis,

Dlllieult us this work appears', and really Is,
It is susceptible, of accomplishment bv patient
pud Intelligent labor, and to nu hands win It
bo committed with us great assurance of suc-
cess as to thou nfiliu republican putty.

Our system or currency is most admliablo lit
construct lou, Whllo all the conveniences of a
bill circulation ultncli to it, every dollar or
paper represents u iioitur ui tuu worm's money

standards, and as long as tho Just and wise
policy ot tho republican party Is Continued
there can be no impairment ot tho national
credit. Therefore, under, present laws relat-
ing thereto, It will be impossible for any man
tplosoa penny In tho bunds or bills of tho
bulled States or in tho bills of tho national
banks,

The advantage or having n bank nolo In
the houso whlcn will bu us good In the morn-
ing as It was tho night before should bu appre-
ciated by nil.

The of tho currency should bn
maintained Intact, and the establishment of
an international uniiiuirii mining nn commer-
cial tuitions.

In respect to Inter state commerce, there Is
much to be dclred Hi, the way of rqtillablo
rates aim incomes oi irniisixiriniiou, mat com
morcii limy llmv freely between tho state!
themselves, diversity of Industries and tannine
incuts bo promoted in all sections orour coun-
try, and that thu irrcnt irriinilrlcs and inaiinlnn.
luring establishments of the Interior may bo
enabled to send their Products tn thu seaboard
nir wiipiiicin to loncgii countries, renoveuoi
vexatious restrictions and discriminations In
matters of which It may emphatically bo said.
"(lute Is money," mid nlo of unjust charges
lilxiu articles destined to meet closo competi-
tion from the products or other parts ot tho
world.

As to our foreign commerce, the enormous
growth of our Industries, mid our surprising
production of cereals and other necessities of
life, Imperatively require that Immediate and
effective means bo taken through peaceful,
orderly, and conservative methods to okmi
markets, which have been and aro now
monopolized largely by other nations. This
moro particularly relates to nur sister republics
orspnulsh Ameiiea, lis also to our Iriends, tho
people of the Hrutdllun empire.

The republics ot Spuuldi America aro allied
to us by thu very closest and warmest teellngs,
based upon similarity or Institutions and gov-
ernment, common aspirations, and mutual
hopes. The "llreut Republic," us they proudly
term tho United States, Is looked tiion by their
people with iilloctloniite admiration and as the
model for them to build iiin, and wo should
cultivate between them and ourselves closer
oommcrclul relations, which will bind all to-
gether by the ties of friendly liitcrtoursuiitid
mutual advantage. Further than this, being
small commonwealths, in the military and
nuval senso of tho European powers, they look
to us as at least a moral defender nimlnst n sys
tem or territorial and other cncioachmciits
which, aggressive In thu Past, has not been
abandoned at tills day, Diplomacy and In-

trigue have done much more to wrest tho com-
merce of Spanish America from the United
States than has legitimate commercial compe-
tition.

Politically, we should bo bound to tho repub-
lics of our continent by the closest ties, aud
communication by ships aud railroads should
bo encouraged to thu fullest iiosslblo extent
consistent w Ith it wise and conservative pub-
lic policy. Above nil, wo should bo upon such
terms ol friendship us to precludo lliciusslhll-it- y

or national misunderstandings between
ourselves und any or thu members of the Amer-
ican reoublleau lanillv. Tho best method to

.promote uninterrupted pcuo betw ecu one and
an wouici no in tuu meeting oi it general con-
ference or congress, whereby nn agreement to
submit all International dPl'oreiices to the
peaceful decision or friendly arbitration might
bo readied.

An ngrccment or this kind would give to our
sister republics conlldeneu in each other and
in us, closer would at oncu en-
sue, tcclprocully advantageous commercial
treaties might bo made, whereby much or tho
commerce which now now across thu.Atlantlu
would seek Its legitimate channels, und inure
to the great prosperity or all the American
commonwealths. Tho tall advantage of a
policy ot this nature could not bo stated In
a brief discussion llko the present,

Tho United States has grown to bo a gov-
ernment representing moro than oo.ooo.ooo
people, and In every sense, excepting that ot
mere naval power, is ono ot thu iirst nations ol
thu world. As such, Its citizenship should be
valuable, entitling Its possessor to protection
in ever)' portion or thu globe. I do not con-
sider It necessary that our government should
construct cnurmous iiccts ui aonruvcu iron- -
clads and maintain a commensurate body or
seamen In order to nlaee ourselves on a war
tooting; with the military and naval powers of
Europe. Such a course would not bo com-
patible with tho peaceful policy of our coun-
try, though It seems absurd that wo havo not
the effective menus to repel n wanton Invasion
of our coast and give, protection to our coast
towns and cities against tiny power.

Tho great moral force' Of tho countrj' is so
universally recognized as to render nn appeal
to arms by us, either Iji protection of our citi-
zens abroad or In recognition of any lust in-

ternational right, uuito Improbable. What we
most need In this direction Is it linn anil vigor
ous assertion of every right mid privilege be
longing to our government or Its citizens, us
well as an equally llrm assertion or tho rights
und privileges belonging to tho general family
of American remtblles situated uuon this con
tinent when opiHued, ir ever they should be,
by the different systems of government upon
another continent.

An appeal to tho right by such a government
as ours could not be disregarded by any civil-
ized nation. In thu treaty of Washington wo
led tho world to the means of escupo Irom thu
horrors of war, mid It Is to bu hoped that tho
era when all International differences shall bu
decided by pcaceiiil arbitration Is not far oil'.

Tho central Idea of a republican form of
government istnoruiooi inuwnoie peopious
opposed to the other forms which rest upoit a
privileged class.

Our forefathers, in tho attempt to erect a
new government which might represent tho
advanced thought of tho world at thut period
upon tho subject of governmental reform,
adopted the Idea of thu people's sovereignty
and thus laid tho basis or our present republic.
Whllo technically it government or the people,
It was In strictness only a government ol' n
portion or tho people, excluding Irom all par-
ticipation a certain other Kirtton, held in a
condition ni nbsolute. despotic, und hopeless
servitude, tho parallel to which, fortunately,
does not now exist In any modem Christian
nation,

With tho culmination, however, of another
cycle of advanced thought, tho American re-
public suddenly assumed tho full character of

government or tho whole people, and four
vr,llllr,, l,,,,,n,i,,.., iriinlxniu , ..,iiil Imtn llin,,,(llt.l.U,. 1,11, VlltVljSU.l MU.ll
condition of bondsmen to thu lull status of
Ireemen, theoretically Invested with thosanio
civil and political lights possessed by their
former masters. Tho subsequent legislation
whleji guaranteed by every legal tltlo thu citi-
zenship and hill equality before tbo law in all
respects of this previously dlsl'iauchlsheil
people, amply covers thu leiinlrements und se-

cures to them, so Tar us legislation can, Iho
privileges of American citl.eti-hl- Hut tho
disagreeable Mel or thu casu Is that, white,
theoretically, we are in theuujoymentot'n gov-
ernment ol thu whole people, practically wo
are utmost as lar from It as v, u were in Ihu ante-
bellum days of the republic. Thero aro but a
few leading ami indisputable facts which cover
tho wholo statement of thu ease.

In many of the southern states tho colored
population Is in large excess of the w hlte. Tho
colored people ate republicans, as aru also it
considerable portion ol'lhu white people.

A liberal school system should bn provided

for the rising generation of the south, and tho
colored people bo mado ns cnjiablo or exer-
cising the duties or elccttrs ns tho whllo
people. Inthomenntlnto It Is the duty or tho
national government to go lieyond resolutions
nun iieciarntions on tnosunjeci, aim to iiiku
such action lis may-H- lu Its power to secure
thu nbsolute freedom or national elections
everywhere, to the end that our congress may
cease, to contain members misrepresenting
fictitious malorltles or their people, thus

To iidmlt such Immigrants would bo only to
throw a retarding clement Into the very path
of our progress. Our legislation should las
amply protective against this danger, nnd If
not sufficiently so now, should bo maila so to
thu lull extent allowed by our treaties with
friendly powers.

The sublcct of civil servico administration Is
a problem that has occupied tho earnest
thought of statesmen for n number of years
past, nud tho recoid will show that toward Its
solution many rustilts of n valuable and com-
prehensive character have been attained by
the republican party since Its accession to
power. In Iho partisan war faro made upon tho
latter with the view of weakening it In tho
public conlldeneo a great deal lias been nllcged
lu connection with tho abuso of the civil ser-
vice, Ihu party making thu Indiscriminate

have entirely foreottelltliat
it was under thu full sway of tho denlocratlo
organization that tho motto "To tho victors
bcinugthu spoils" became a cardinal urtlclo
in tno uemocratie crccu.

service, who, In Imitation of European pro-
totypes, may gradually loso nil prollclency nnd
vuhiu In the belief that they iiossess n

only to bu taken away lncasoofsomo
flagrant abuse.

The thinking, earnest men of tho republi-
can party havo made no mere wordy demon-
stration upon this subject; but they have en-

deavored to quietly perform that which their
opponents aro constantly promising without
performing. Under republican rulo the result
lias iioeu mat, wunout cugrauiug nny oi tuu
objectionablo features or tho European systems
upon our own, there, has been a steady and
even rapid elevation (if the civil service lu all
of Its departments, until It now can bu stated,
without fear' of successful .contradiction, that
tho servico'is moro Jastiiiuure efficient, and
purer In nll'bf-ltt- 'features; than ever before
slnco the establishment ofour government ;
nnd lr defects still exist in our system thu
country cau safely rely uion tho republican
party ns tho most eflleient instrument for their
removal.

Iamlnfavoror tho highest standard o

hi the administration of the civil ser-
vice, and will lend my best efforts to tho
accomplishment of the greatest attainable
perfection In this branch of our service.

Thu republican party came lntoexMcnee lu
a crusadu against thu democratlo Institutions
of shivery and polygamy. Thu first of thesu
has been burled beneath the embers of civil
war. Thu party should continue its efforts
until thu remaining Iniquity shall disappear
from our clvillzatloii under tno force of faith-
fully executed laws.

Our obligations to the defenders of our
country should never be forgotten, and the
liberal system of Dcnslon lirovliled bv adverse
legislation. Tho law establishing a labor
bureau, through which tho Interests of labor
can bo placed in an organized condition, 1 re-

gard as ii salutary measure. Tho eight-hou- r

law should bo enforced us rigidly us any
other. We should Increase our navy to n de-
gree enabling nsio limply protect our coast
lines, our commerce, and in give us n force in
foieign waters which shall bu ft respectable
and proper representative ofn country llko our
own. The public lauds belong to thu people,
and should not bu alienated from them, but re-

served for freo homes tor nil desiring to possess
them; and, finally, our presentilnoian policy
sho lid he continued und Improved upon as our
experience lu Its administration may from timu
to limo suggest.

Viewed from tho llungerford bridge, It pre-
sented an unbroken array of hiimauheads,
relieved only by tho blue banners and trees
along tho embankment. The trado societies
carried tho emblems or their respective crafts.
Noticeable among theso was a banner Ixmi by
tho tailors, which represented Adam nnd Evo
alter the rail.

Killed King Hone.

Coroner Patterson, with a Jury summoned by
Lieut. Bolder, of the first precinct, proceeded
to the house ortho murdered boy. King Howe,
yesterday morning, but It was found that the
body had been put In ice, and the Inquest was
adjourned until II p. in. nt the station house.

Dr. 11 ii. Schacffer. who had mndn mi nu.
topsy, tcstllled that death ensued from shock
produced by throe incised wouudsthrougli thu
diaphragm, mada apparently with a sharp
knife.

Joseph Herbert (who was also cut by tho
murderer), nud Elkanah Howe, n cousin or tho
decensed, both of whom wero with him at the
time or tho cutting, told the same story that
was published yesterday morning.

Peter llorrlgan, in front of whose saloon Ihu
all'alr took place, knew nothing of lint all. liu
remembered tbutthreo colored men had been
lu his place, but thought he hud never seen
either of them before.

Harriet Minor witnessed Iho nllhlr from a
llttlu distance, nud beard Howe cry out that ho
was cut, ami saw the murderer chase Herbert
up thu struct, but did not sec the cutting, nnd
It was too dark to distinguished tho color of the
men,

Thomas Clark saw Herbert chased Into
Tuomy'o, but could not recognize the num.

Thu ImiKirtunt testimony was that of John
Tntson, colored, wio lives on Third, between
M and N strcots southwest. Ho suld: "I saw
Lucius Johnson Saturday night behind a tree
box In front of illorrlgan's. A white man
asked him what timu It vv as and ho mado some
dirty reply, nnd ntler that ho walked toward
tho whllo man, who was standing by another
whltomau who was sitting down, He, John-
son, struck the white man on the stdu of the
head. Then tho white man struck him back.
There were two or three blows passed between
them, and tho boy cried out that ho was cut
The other boy came to pick tip thu hat, und
then Johnson cut nt him nnd followed him up
to Mr, Toumy'i". I know Johnson well, have
known htm slnco ho was a little boy. I know
ono of tho other colored men; his name Is
King; no wonts lor a uutcner; uo not know ins
llrst name."

Tho verdict was that tho deceased camo to
his death nt his residence "by a punctured
wound of tho stomach and illaphruin by a
knlfo lu thu hands or Lucius Johnson."

given In each case. Suturdny of each week
will bo dovoted by the Inspectors
to making a general reconnaissance
of their respective districts to ascer-
tain if nuisances havu been abated.
A record book will bu kept by each lusiHictor,
in which his dally operations must bu cor-
rectly entered, and from w hich his dally it

should bo made. This book will be pre-
sented to tlie health ollicer for his inspection
and upproviil 011 the first day of each uoiith.
Insiiectors will promptly report nil failures to
comply w tth the requirements or notices duly
served. When deemed advisable they may
extend tho tlmo allowed fur abatement ou
their personal notices, but all applications for
exclusion on notices from the health office
must bu madu to thuliealthotllcer. Inspectors
are especially churged to bo courteous and
disci cet ut nil times lu their deiillngs with tho
ta'nple, nud to exercise great enru lu reletting
what nro nuisances and in rendering decisions.

In all cases
of foul or Illegally located ptlvies, foul cellars,
or anything relating to tirlviitu property, tho
parties uaoiuaru iiotiucu 110111 iiiisoiiiee, iiuu
In minor cases, such an garbiigo or ashes not
promptly removed, tho Inspectors themselves
notify tho parties.

"As to (lushing tho sowers w hen they becomo
foul from gnsos or other reasons, wo require
that they should bu flushed, but that has been
unnecessary so far this year because of tho un-
usual amount of rainfall we havu had. In case
of uced wo can largely increase our force of
Inspectors, as wo havu uu appropriation of
3io,ew nvauauiu ior sucn uiruuuisiuuccs.
